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Council Cuts Taxes 5c 


^985,300 Budget Adopted

A five-cent drop in the city tax rate was voted by city council 
on Monday, June 9, as it adopted a $985,300 municipal budget for 
the coming fiscal year 1969-70, City Manager James K. Giese had 
proposed continuation of the present property tax rate of $0.85 per 


$100 of assessed valuation. 

The new budget is 20.9 percent 
higher than the fiscal year 1969 
budget appropriation of $815,100, 
but this is somewhat deceiving. A 
$40,000 item for the Greenbelt 
Shopping Center Mall renovation 
was shifted from the 1969 budget 
to the 1970 budget because of the 
delay in contracting for the pro¬ 
ject At the same time, the rev¬ 
enues to pay for the project were 
also shifted, so that the net ef¬ 
fect on the budget was a wash¬ 
out Excluding the center mall 
project, the new budget is $945,- 
300 or 16 percent above the pre¬ 
ceding year’s budget, and $12,000 
below the original budget recom¬ 
mended by Giese. 

The new reduced tax rate of 
$0.80 was accomplished despite the 
fact that the 1970 budget reflects 
for the first time tiie cost of the 
$950,000 bond issue for capital im¬ 
provements voted by the elector¬ 
ate last November. Interest costs 
for the general obligation bonds 
will mount to $36,000 during fiscal 
1969 (nine months). 

Surplus Funds Used 

Helping to keep the tax rate 
down was the availability of $96,- 
800 in surplus funds from previous 
years’ operations, including $20,000 
in unexpended revenues for the 
center mall improvement (The 
other $20,000 for the center mall 
improvement will be obtained 
through special assessment bonds 
levied against property owners in 
the center.) 

Another factor contributing to 
the reduced tax rate was a last- 
minute upward revision in the 
county’s 1969-70 estimate of the 
Greenbelt assessable tax base 
from an average of $43.5 million to 
$44.5 million. 

In addition to the applied sur¬ 
plus, the city anticipates receiv* 
ing $532,500 from sources other 
than property taxes, leaving $356,- 
000 to be raised through the real 
property tax. Applying this am¬ 
ount to an assessable tax base of 
roughly $44.5 million yields a tax 
rate of $0.80 per $100 of assessed 
valuation. This is the lowest tax 
rate in the history of Greenbelt 
since its divorce from the Fed¬ 
eral Government in 1952.

of the largest being provided in 
this area and was in excess of the 
rise in cost of living that has 
taken place since last year’s 5 
percent increase. 

This action plus some items in 
the recreation budget were the 
only ones to create a stir among 
the score or so spectators. Tom 
Blair, in supporting Gerton, wan¬ 
ted to know what was behind tlie 
council thinking in choosing the 
10 percent figure. He felt that 
the matter should not have been 
decided privately but through op¬ 
en debate ^vith a thorough airing 
of the comparative position of 
Greenbelt with other jurisdictions. 
Ck>uncilman Francis White said 
that council did consider compara¬ 
tive pay rates and quoted from a 
work table which showed that 
Greenbelt was in the middle. Both 
he and Smith thought the 10 per¬ 
cent raise was fair and equitable 
to city employees. 

As for the complaint that coun¬ 
cil made its budgetary decisions 
in executive sessions, White said 
that he did not favor piecemeal 
voting on individual items until he 
had seen the entire budget Smith 
said that the purpose of the Mon¬ 
day night meeting was to have an 
open discussion on any contro¬ 
versial budgetary items and that 
that was what they were doing. 

Budget Changes 

The reduced pay raise was re¬ 
sponsible for $7,500 of the $12,000 
cut in the Giese-proposed budget

Public Bearing

A low-key and generally amiable 
attitude expressed by a handful of 
citizens constituted the public re¬ 
sponse to the city manager’s pro¬ 
posed budget for the next fiscal 
year. Speaking out at a special 
public hearing on the budget on 
Wednesday, June 4, ordinary citi¬ 
zens were easily outnumbered by 
the council itself, municipal offi¬ 
cers and department heads. Tlie 
meeting was advisory only. Coun¬ 
cil took no action and would make 
its own decisions on the budget 
in executive session before the 
June 9 meeting. 

On one subject those present 
agreed unanimously—on the gen¬ 
erally superior quality of perfor¬ 
mance of the Greenbelt Police 
Dept. Joel Katz, representing the 
Springhill Lake Civic Association, 
especially commended the police 
for the frequency of their patrols 
and the quickness of their response 
to calls in that area, which has 
shown the greatest incidence of 
crime of any section in the city. 
Precisely to continue such surveil¬ 
lance and to increase it during the 
'ffiigh-crime” midnight shift, Police 
Chief William Lane explained that 
he had requested in the new bud¬ 
get the hiring of three additional 
men. One of these men would free 
a present police officer for full-time 
investigative work. 

No one present appeared to ob¬ 
ject to the beefing up of the local 
force. On the contrary, Katherine 
Keene wondered whether police 
salaries were high enough to be 
competitive with those in nearby 
jurisdictions. She was assured 
that comparable cities, such as 
Hyattsville and Laurel, paid slight¬ 
ly lower salaries. Greenbelt sal¬ 
aries are, in fact, not far behind 
those for the State Police, it was 
pointed out. (Projected salary in¬ 
creases are also slightly higher 
for Greenbelt than for other jur¬ 
isdictions.) 

On the quality of the budget 
proposal in general, however, and 
on the desirable level of park main¬ 
tenance which it postulates, two 
irreconcilable points of view were 
aired. John Bogumill, speaking 
for the Lakeside Citizens Assn., 
commended what he called "a 
good budget.” But Ed Thornhill, 
who followed, referred to the same 
document as “a lousy budget.” At 
issue between them were diverse

Aside from the property tax, the 
major revenue items will be 
$248,900 from State income, high¬ 
way, race track, motor vehicle, and 
related taxes and fees; $32,000 
from business corporation tax; 
$50,000 in State police aid; and 
$135,350 in revenue from such self- 
supporting activities as waste col¬ 
lection, swimming pool, and other 
recreation. 

10% Salary Increase 

All voting by council on ex¬ 
penditure items ^vas by unani¬ 
mous count, with one exception. 
This involved a 10 percent across- 
the board increase in salaries for 
city employees proposed by the 
majority of council, effective July 
1, 1969. Councilman Leo Gerton 
sought to substitute a 12 percent 
increase in accordance with Giese’s 
recommendations but received no 
support. Gerton argued that the 
city of Greenbelt is always just 
catching up with neighboring 
communities in pay scales and 
for once it should move ahead a 
little. Mayor Edgar Smith said 
that the 10-percent raise was one

Students Revive Caveman Art 
As Underpasses Are Painted

Two monumental lions face each other in silhouette on either 
end of the Center underpass. A display of flags — nation, state, 
and city — greet the.stroller from Hillside entering the underpass 
near the Community Church. Near Westway the end walls of a 
third underpass sport banners with the legend, ‘‘First Grade Zoo. 
With these gay harbingers to lure the passing pedestrian inside, 
how could he resist the invitation to see these homegrown examples 


of cave art? 

The germ of the idea for decora¬ 
ting the Crescent Rd. underpasses 
came from James K. Giese, City 
Manager of Greenbelt, who had 
heard of a similar project; but 
the enthusiasm, the energy, the 
research to carry it out came from 
Mrs. Sandra Bracken, 10-U South¬ 
way, a parent-volunteer who has 
been teaching art one day a week 
to classes at Center School. ”When 
I saw Mr. Giese’s letter posted on 
the bulletin board, offering the op¬ 
portunity, I could hardly believe 
my eyes!” Mrs. Bracken said. 

Having once committed henself 
and the children to undertaking 
the work, Mrs. Bracken began a 
research program in mural paint¬ 
ing and appropriate materials. 
With the advice of a woman in 
the District of Columbia who had 
supervised the painting of a simi¬ 
lar work on a concrete surface, 
Mrs. Bracken chose acrylic paints, 
buying only the base paints—white 
and neutral tan — and mixing the 
colors herself from seven cans of 
pigments. “We want^ intense, 
bright colors,” Mrs. Bracken said, 
“not the ready-mixed pale pastels.” 
Each participating group of chil¬ 
dren decided what colors they 
would need, and Mrs. Bracken, to¬ 
gether with her helper, Mrs. Shar¬ 
on Gilbert, 16-M Ridge, mixed the 
paint and poured it into orange 
juice containers, which were then 
placed in coke cartons and trans¬ 
planted by wagon to the scene. 
The city’s role in the project was 
to supply the paint and to clean 
the walls beforehand for the juve¬ 
nile artists. 

Prior Planning 

In each case the painting pro¬ 
ject was carefully integrated into 
the academic program of the par¬ 
ticipating class. About two weeks 
were spent prior to the painting 
session in learning about the his¬ 
tory of murals — even as far back 
as historic cave paintings—and in 
planning the project. 

Each class chose a central 
theme that in one way or another 
grew out of their year's work. 
Mrs Minor’s first grade group, ta¬ 
king a planned trip to the zoo 
after they knew they would be 
painting a mural, looked specifi¬ 
cally for zoo experiences to be in¬ 
cluded in their painting. Mrs. 
Kessler’s fourth graders drew 
scenes representing their year’s 
study of history. Mrs Wetter’s 
sixth graders have left for posteri¬ 
ty a summary of the most enjoya¬ 
ble moments of their year's school 
experince. Mrs. Olmer’s special 
education class, enchanted with 
the artistry of the other classes, 
asked if they might paint a wall 
of the underpass near the gas sta¬ 
tion. Their project is an under¬ 
seascape—with fish, giant octupus, 
star fish, and seaweed. 

Judging from the happy faces 
on the painted children in the 
first-grade mural, the zoo is a de¬ 
lightful place. There are lively 
monkeys, friendly policemen, a 
balloonman, a lion, and that favor¬ 
ite of the first-grade set, Smokey. 

The fourth graders' view of his- 
tor^’^ encompasses life under wa¬ 
ter, a panorama of early cavemen 
and the animals they lived among, 
a Viking ship, and Indians of 
Maryland. 

Among the year’s activities that 
the sixth graders chose to record 
were the sports events of their 
gym classes, a unit on space explor¬ 
ation, special trips (symbolized by 
the facade of the Greenbelt Muni¬ 
cipal Building), art work, the sa¬ 
vings stamp program which they 
managed for the school, and the 
view from their classroom window 
(the School playground). An ab¬ 
stract painting with motifs of 
mouse, eye, and arrow covers the 
ceiling. 

Reactiotis 

If the reactions of everyone 
who ha.s had anything to do with 


the project has any meaning — 
from casual passerby, to the city 
manager, to the children themsel¬ 
ves, to the cooperating teachers — 
it was a resounding success. Ro¬ 
bert Ellis, Principal of Center 
School, summed up the official re¬ 
action when he said, “We are 
pleased that we were asked and' 
pleased that some of the teachers 
took the opportunity to partici¬ 
pate.” 

As for Mrs. Bracken, whose 
weekly volunteer work with the 
school is made possible by Mrs. 
Gilbert’s babysitting with the 
Bracken preschooler — she seems 
to be haunted by the still unpaint¬ 
ed wall in the underpass near the 
gas station. 

“There are a few children in my 
neighborhood who are djdng to 
do some painting. As soon as 
school is over, I think we’ll begin. 
There’s lots of pink paint left ov¬ 
er.” 

What will it be — pink eleph¬ 
ants or a big pink cloud?

A Budgetary Flaw 

This year, once again, there have been public complaints about 
the city's budgetary process. The gist of the complaint is that the 
public is not aware of the attitude of the city council, individually 
or collectively, toward the budget prepared by the city manager 
until the night that the budget is finally adopted. The News Re- 
jnew has taken note of similar phenomena in other years. 

The council and city manager have been quite correct and 
proper in their handling of the budget. The manager prepares a 
budget that has every item fully and openly explained. The doc¬ 
ument is printed in readable form, given wide distribution, and 
available to one and all. In a series of meetings open to the public, 
the individual items are reviewed with the department heads. 
Then an official public hearing, widely advertised, is held at which 
time the entire budget is reviewed and comments from all are wel¬ 
comed. Finally, the budget is adopted at a public meeting in which 
each individual account is voted on. 

The flaw is this. Except for scattered exchanges be¬ 
tween councilmen and witnesses, the public has no inkling of how 
the council feels about the budget and consequently cannot react. 
It is able to express itself on the city manager’s budget but not on 
what the council is going to do to the budget. This year only a 
vague hint by Mayor Smith in the last minutes of the Wednesday 
(June 4) hearing alerted those present that council was contem¬ 
plating a tax cut. But at no time prior to the night of the b^idget 
adoption (June 9) was there any public vote-taking by council, 
(even on a preliminary basis. 

Furthermore, it would appear from the unanimous voting on 
the individual items Monday night that all decisions had been 
agreed upon privately beforehand. As one citizen in the audience 
remarked, the public is entitled to know what council was think¬ 
ing when it made its decisions and compromises. 

Probably the best defense for the city’s procedures lies in the 
fact that it is difficult to make piecemeal decisions on individual 
items until one can see the entire budgetary picture— what are 
the relative needs of other departments and what would be the 
effect on the city tax rate. 

On the other hand, this approach tends to minimize the poss¬ 
ibility of considering the worth of individual items on their own 
merit. Too often, the city council appproach is to predetermine a 
satisfactory tax rate, and then back into the tax rate by tailoring 
expenditures, with only secondary consideration to the need or de¬ 
mand for the items. 

Fortunately, the city in the last few years has been in the en¬ 
viable position of being able to reduce taxes w’^hile providing in¬ 
creased services. With the best of all possible worlds, the above- 
described “flaw” in the budgetary process has faded into insigni¬ 
ficance. But at some time in the future, the twin goals of reduced 
taxes and increased services may no longer be obtainable at the 
same time and then the city council will have to let the public in 
on its thought processes as it struggles with the budget.

(after excluding the center mall 
project). Other major items con¬ 
tributing to the cut were dele¬ 
tion of $1,400 for a tai>e recorder 
system for the i)olice department 
and $1,000 for a new paint spray 
machine, substitution of a part- 
time for a full-time clerk at the 
new Municipal Service Building, 
and reductions in estimated am¬ 
ounts needed for snow and ice 
removal, street cleaning, and val¬ 
ley gutter replacement 

These decreases were offset to 
some extent by small increases in 
the amounts allowed for confer¬ 
ences, for Boys* Club uniforms and 
Aquatic Booster Club, for city 
cemetery maintenance, and for po¬ 
lice liability insurance. 

The question of additional funds 
for park maintenance was resolv¬ 
ed by shifting $4,000 from street 
parkway maintenance and other 
accounts, but without authorizing 
additional public works staff. In 
response to a question regarding 
recommendations of Parks and 
Recreation Advisory Board, Smith 
said that the recreation budget 
would permit construction of ad¬ 
ditional basketball courts and play¬ 
grounds, and also experimentail 
lights for basketball. Smith added 
that the bond issue will cover the 
cost of lighting for tennis courts. 

tJnciiAaiQlfed Items 

Almost all the major items pro¬ 
posed in the 1970 budget by Giese 
were left unchanged. These in¬ 
cluded: 

(1) Three additional police offic¬ 
ers, bringing the police force to 
17, and the creation of a detective 
corporal position, together With 
related equipment, including an 
additional squad car. 

(2) Pour additions to the pub¬ 
lic works crew. 

(3) Start of a street renovation 
program in the north end of the 
city, with Laurel Hill road north 
of Ridge being the first section. 
Deteriorated curbs, gutters, side- 
w-alks, and shoulders will be re¬ 
placed. 

(4) The start of a new resur¬ 
facing program with portions of 
Edmonston Road and Crescent 
Road given first priority. 

(5) The development of the bay 
end of the lake park based upon 
a professionally prepared develop¬ 
ment plan, including the 3.3 acres 
recently acquired. 

(6) The color surfacing of the 
tennis courts. 

(7) Installation of flashing yel¬ 
low zone signs for each of the 
four elementary schools. 

(8) Construction of a driveway 
on the west side of the fire station 
and final surfacing of the new ad¬ 
dition to the rear parking lot. 

(9) Addition of a part-time com¬ 
munity director for better recre¬ 
ation programming in Springhill 
Lake. 

(10) Upgrading of street lighting 
on Crescent Road between Lake¬ 
side Drive and Kenilworth Ave, 

(11) Beautification program for 
city entrances. 

(12) $700 for Greenbelt band, 
$800 for Little League, and $250 
for Springhill Lake Baseball 
League.

Rezoning Approved 
For SHL Traci 

At its regular monthly meeting 
on June 4, the Prince Georges Plan¬ 
ning Boards a subsidiary of the 
Maryland National CJapital Park 
and Planning Commission, ap¬ 
proved a request by the developers 
of Springhill Lake to rezone a 
30.5-acre tract of land north of the 
Beltway from its present apart¬ 
ment category of R-18, Zoning 
of C-O was approved for a section 
of 22.8 acres for construction of 
commercial office buildings. A 7.7 
acre tract was approved for 02 
zoning, for a motel and conven¬ 
tion center tx> be placed adjacent 
to the Beltway. 

Approval for the latter zoning 
change carried the stipulation that 
its development must be “confined 
to those uses related to a motel- 
convention center complex, the spe¬ 
cific uses to be approved as i>art 
of an overall development plan to 
be approved by the Prince Georges 
Planning Board.’* A further condi¬ 
tion of the approval was that a 
necessary access road be dedicated 
to the city. 

In taking this action the Board 
did not limit the developers to 
the exact specifications of the de¬ 
velopment plan presented with the 
petition, recognizing that certain 
changes might be required when 
actual construction on the proper¬ 
ty began. But according to the 
terms of the approval, the Board 
retains the right to grant or deny 
approval of any modifications later 
proposed. 

A controversial part of the ori¬ 
ginal petition — a request for 
commercial zoning to build a gas 
station on the northeastern comer 
of the property — was withdrawn 
by the developers. This move was 
required since the motel-conven¬ 
tion center, originally adjacent to 
the gas station and subject to the 
same zoning category, was moved 
further south in the revised pro¬ 
posal. A separate petition would 
now be required for the parcel des¬ 
ignated for the gas station. 

The next step in acting on the 
Springhill Lake petition will be 
the official advertising of a public 
hearing before the District Coun¬ 
cil, 

Jaeger Tract 

At the same hearing a request 
by B. F. Saul, H, for rezoning from 
R-H to C-1 of 16.4 acres for com¬ 
mercial office buildings was with¬ 
drawn 'Svith prejudice.” This 
means that no new petition on the 
property can be filed within a 
statutory period of time, either 18 
months or 2 years, depending upon 
whether the current i)etition was 
defined as a first or second request. 

No explanation need be given for 
withdrawal of a petition with pre¬ 
judice, but it is believed that oppo¬ 
sition to the request by Greenbelt 
and Berwyn Heights, an unfavora¬ 
ble report by a technical staff, and 
a delay in securing financing ac¬ 
counted for the withdrawaL

Park Maintenance 

Bogumill favored construction of 
a basketball court on the level 
field at the bay end of the lake 
behind Olivewood Ct., presumably 
Included in a $2,000 figure for new 
development at the lake. He also 
^strongly favored the hiring of a 
erew of four to be used exclusively 
for parks maintenance throughout 
the year, even if a tax increase 
were deemed necessary to make 
this .staffing possible, and took is¬ 
sue with the proposed figure of 
$27,000 for park maintenance— on¬ 
ly $2,000 above last year’s figure. 

Councilman Dick Pilski pointed 
tjut. however, that the fiscal 68/69 
and 69/70 figures were not analo¬ 
gous, since the $25,000 for park 
.xnaintenance last year included la- 
? txiT costs as well as upkeep of 
; -strcrCt parkways, the grassy spa¬ 
ces along public rights of way. In 
thi>. yeafs budget a $5,000 item 
under the Public Works Dept.’s 
general fund for street mainten- 
anct Is designated for street park- 
xvay maintenance. 

^Bogumill particulary criticized 
the level of maintenance, except 
recently, along the lake shore, 
stressing that some of his neigh¬ 
bors on Olivewood and Maplewood 
Cts. even cut grass along the pub¬ 
lic right of way and picked up lit¬ 
ter along the shoreline because 
conditions got so bad there — a 
form of action that Ed Thornhill 
jBater endorsed. Thornhill protes- 
ited that parks maintenance efforts 
;3eei» not to have been spread 
throughout the city but concen- 
"^trated in the “more sophisticated 
-^end of town.” He advocted volun- 
tteer efforts by citizens to keep 
the park areas clean and stressed 
the need to hold the line on ser¬ 
vices in order to reduce the bud- 
Met 

’Thornhill also questioned the 
meed for a new driveway to con¬ 
nect the front and rear parking 
^Aots on the west side of the Fire- 
-’mouse ($2,600) and the allocation 
•af $2,400 budgetetd for member¬ 
ships for municipal officers in such 
associations as the Maryland Muni¬ 
cipal League and the Council of 
Governments. 

In response Mayor Edgar Smith 
stressed that this was "money well 
:3pent” Smith pointed out that by 
sharing ideas with leaders from 
•-other communities the council was 
able to improve the quality of ser¬ 
vice to the city. Councilman Pils- 
3d also noted that such member- 
^^ips often had a dollars-and- 
^nts value far in excess of their 
cost, since through these associa¬ 
tions council members learned of 
federal and state grants available 
to Greenbelt, such as matching 
fund grants for parkland acquisi- 
<tion. 

iEndorsing such fringe benefits 
'for council as the annual meetings 
of the Maryland Municipal Leagn^e 
at Ocean City, Harold Kramer, 
Manager of Springhill Lake, prais¬ 
ed the hard-working council, 
whom he accused of “violating the 
minimum wage law” in respect to 
themselves for the number of

Six members of the city's ad¬ 
ministrative staff recently made a 
fact-finding tour of recreational 
facilities in Montgomery County 
and in the new town of Columbia, 
Md. Tour guide for the Montgom¬ 
ery County portion of the trip was 
Frank Rubini, Associate Director 
of Parks for the MNCPPC and 
head of the Montgomery County 
Parks under the Park and Plan¬ 
ning Ooimmission. 

Of particular interest to the 
Greenbelt group was the wide va¬ 
riety of recreational developments 
offered in Montgomery County. 
For example, they inspected the 
new ioe rink, athletic fields, and 
botanical gardens at the Wheaten 
Regional Park.
